Two men who gave their names 
as George Ridgeway and Leslie 
Williams were caught early Wed- 
nesday morning by Seward County 
Sheriff Greiner, after more than a 
three mile chase and held in connec- 
tion with two robberies and a safe 
blowing Tuescray night in Seward 
county. They were brought im- 
mediately to the penitentiary for 
safekeeping. 
The sheriff said the Bee co-oper- 


ative and postoffice were broken 
into, but no estimate of the loot 
was made. Safes were not opened. 
At Staplehurst the postoffice safe 
was 
blown and 
about 
$60 in 
stamps and $70 in cash was taken. 


Noise of the blast at Staplehurst 


was heard by L. B. Nieman, tele- 
phone manager, 
who was next 


door to the bank and he tele- 
phoned the sheriff at Seward. 


Accompanied by William Selney, 


Greiner went out on the highway 
north of Seward, and about three 
miles from town met a fast travel- 
ing car. He turned around and 
gave chase with his siren open, 
but the other car did not stop. 
. In 
town, 
the car turned on 


highway 
No. 2 in front of 
the 


county jail where the men threw 
out two guns, money and stamps. 
Greiner apprehended them a block 
and a half farther down the street. 


The men refused to tell their 


home, but it was thought they are 
from Kansas City. They were driv- 
ing a Nebraska licensed car.

His motion 
to recommit the bill for his own 
specific amendment going down 13 
to 28. Friends of the bill are now 
hopeful of passage this week. It is 
believed that some of the advocates 
of the Adams amendment may 
support the bill as it came from 
the committee as a "last chance." 


Attempt instigated

Prevent Waste. 


The state of Nebraska inter- 


vened Wednesday in supreme court 
in the role of friend of the court 
in the controversy between Peter 
Vonburg and other land owners in 
Scottsbluff county and the Farm- 
ers Irrigation district. In a brief 
filed by W. H. Wright and C. G 
Perry, delegated by Atty. Gen 
Hunter for that purpose, it is de- 
clared that as the state has the 
duty of administering the diversion 
and use of the water of public 
streams, it is interested in any 
decision relating to that duty. 


The supreme court, in deciding 


the case held that the rights o: 
the plaintiffs to water should be 
restricted to a maximum of three 
acre-feet during each irrigation 
season. The land owners promptly 
filed a motion for rehearing, at- 
tacking that limitation. They set 
up that when the legislature passed 
the law limiting the amount tc bo 
used, it did not intend to apply it 
to the water rights already in 
existence and appropriated, and

WASHINGTON. (.«. Objections 


by Senators King (d., Utah), and 
McNary (r., Ore.), blocked action 
in the senate on legislation which 
would permit supreme court jus- 
tices to retire voluntarily at 70 
with full pay. 


The 
retirement 
bill, 
alre'ady 
passed by the house, has been 
approved by President Roosevelt 
altho it is not a part of his broader 
program for putting "new blood" 
into the high tribunal. 
The measure came up during 


consideration of bills on the cal- 
endar, requiring unanimous con- 
sent for their approval. Both King 
and McNary objected. King has 
expressed opposition to the presi- 
dent's program. 
A moment later, Senator Mc- 
Carran (d., Nev.), attempted to 
move to take up the bill, but Mc- 
Nary, the republican leader, con- 
tended the motion was not in or- 
der.The 
Nevada 
senator is ex- 


pected, however, to get the court 
bill up Thursday or Friday. 
Senator Holt (d., W. Va.), pre- 


viously counted among the oppo- 
nents to the president's program, 
described it in a statement as "not 
sound or honest." He advocated 
a constitutional amendment. 
Holt 


said he had circulated 25,000 ques- 
tionnaires in West Virginia and 
that 84.1 percent of the 3,500 an- 
swers tabulated were opposed to 
revamping the supreme court.

JOHNSON WANTS CARE 


OF INSANE STATEWIDE 


Declares if County Must Pay 


It Should Use Its Own 


Gasoline Tax. 


If the legislature is going to 


keep in force the law requiring 
counties to pay for the care of 
their mental patients at the state 
hospitals, then the gasoline tax 
should be distributed to the coun- 
ties in which the gasoline is sold, 
County Commissioner Johnson said 
Wednesday. 


If this were done it would in a 


measure offset the cost to Lan- 
caster county for the care of the 
insane. 
The bulk of the gasoline 
tax, he said, is collected from Lan- 
caster and Douglascounties. These 
two counties receive but a. portion 
of the tax and the rest is turned 
over to the state to build state 
highways. 


This money is spent mainly out- 


side of Lancaster county at the 
present time. 
State roads 
are 


built from the gasoline tax raised 
in Lancaster county for many out- 
side counties. When a Lancaster 
county car owner drives over those 
roads he is driving over roads that 
have been built in large part from 
the gasoline tax soldin Lancaster 
county. 
When an outstate driver 


drives over roads in Lancaster 
county, in the main he is driving 
over roads paid for by Lancaster 
county. 


If the counties are to be treated 


as a unit and Lancaster and Doug- 
las counties have the main share 
of the insane to take care of, why 
should not the county unit prevail 
in the distribution of the gasoline 
tax ?

Joins With Sjnaffogi Over 


World in Commemoration 


of Feast of Lots. 


Tempi* Tifereth Israel will take 
•Art in th» celebration of Purim, I 
Che Feast of Lots, beginning Wed- 
nesday evening at 7:30. The sig- 
nificance of the festival looms 
large thruout the history of the 
Jewish people. The story of the 
book of Esther is its foundation. 
According to the book of Esther 
Ahsisuerui, the king of Persia and , 
Media, had deposed hi* queen 
Vaahtl and chosen Rather, a beau- 
tiful Jewish orphan, for his new 
•ue«a. About the same time, King 
Ahuueru* likewise had raised his 
general, Hainan, to the position of 
prime minister. Haman had had a 
dispute with Mordecai, a cousin of 
Queen Esther, and he maae his 
private quarrel a basis of hatred 
•fainst the entire Jewish people. 


One day Haman sat in council 
with King Ahasuerus He brought 
charges against the Jewish people 
living in Persia, falsely accusing 
them of being a turbulent, regel- 
Hous people, inclined to disloyaltv, 
but without mentioning the name 
at the people. The king was dis- 
turbed. Haman promised to bring 
10.000 silver talents into the royal 
coffers for permission to extermi- 
nate this group. And without 
knowing the name of the people, 
King Ahasuerus granted to Haman 
power to confiscate their property 
and to 
exterminate the Jews 
within his dominions. 
At Mordecal's suggestion and at 
great personal risk Esther came 
unbidden Into the king's presence 
and Invited him and Haman to 
dine with her on two successive 
evenings. The king agreed. Haman 
was overjoyed. At the second feast, 


Esther told the king of Hainan's 
trickeiy and said it was her own 
people that Haman sought to de- 
stroy 
The king became furious, 
and ordered Haman to be hanged 
nn the gibbet that, in anticipation, 
he had prepared for Mordecai. 
To commemorate this deliver- 


ance from the hands of Haman, 
the Jewish people established the 
14th 
of the month Adar as a day 


"of feasting and joy, and of send- 
ing presents one to another and 
gifts to the poor." 
The festival 


typifies the false accusations made 
against Jews In every generation.

Denies Husband in Gales- 


burg, HI., in Jan , 1912. 
Mrs. 
Luella Freadrich, widow of i 


C. H Freadrich, testified on the 
witness stand Wednesday that on 
the date in 1912 upon which Mrs 
Edith Shogren claimed Charles 
Freadrich was in Galesburg, 111, 
and made an agreement to give j 
Florence Freadrich Goodwin his 
daughter, 
three-fourths 
of his 
estate, he was in the city of Lin- 
coln. Mrs. Shogren testified that 
on about Jan. 12, of 14, 1912, he 
was in Galesburg. Mrs. Goodwin 
sued 
for 
three-fourths of 
the 
estate of $228,000 on the basis of 
this alleged agreement. 


Mrs. 
Freadrich testified, when 
called to the stand, as the first 
witness for the defense after the 
plaintiff 
had rested, that Mr 
Freadrich was in Lincoln from be- 
fore Christmas and did not leave 
the city during the month of Jan- 
uary She said she not only had 
an independent recollection of it 
but also stoie records would show 
this to be a fact. The latter had 
not been introduced. 
C. A. Shogren was a witness 


for the plaintiff and testified to 
overhearing a remark of Charles 
Freadrich 
in Chicago that he 


would live up to the Galesburg 
agreement. Mrs. Earl Eager tes- 
tified that she and Mr. Eager ac- 
companied Mr and Mrs Fread- 
rich to Chicago in 1919 and that 
Mr. Freadrich visited 
Florence. 


Mrs. 
Shogren and other witnesses 


now claim it was in 1919 that Mr. 
Freadrich made a statement at 
the home of Mrs. Shogren. 
The date was first fixed in 1920 
but later letters referring to the 
Galesburg 
agreement 
indicated 
that Mr. Freadrich had visited 
there in 191B.

Atty. Gen. Hunter has ruled In 


the case of Mr. and Mrs. Howard 
Evans of Fremont who objected to 
payment of thss *2 a head tax foi 
old age assistance that as only 
residents of Nebraska are entitled 
to old age assistance it follows that 
only residents of the stats are sui 
ject to payment of the tax for that 
purpose If the tax has been paid 
under protest the attorney general 
believes it can be recovered but if 
paid voluntarily he sees no way 
for recovery. He adds that appar- 
ently 
these 
people 
were 
also 
assessed upon personal property in 
Fremont but if they were not resi- 
dents of Nebraska they should not 
have been assessed, except on 
property located within the state, 
and they should not have been per- 
mitted to register their automobile 
in the state if they are not resi- 
dentss 
The couple claim to be 
residents of Centerville. la, and 
moved to Fremont more than one 
year ago. 
The attorney general, 
unoffi- 
cially answering questions of City 
Atty. H J. Rothrock of Sutton, 
concerning the designation of a 
city bank depository, where no 
application is made, says: 
The city council cannot, 
by 
meiely passing a resolution, make 
a bank a legal depository of city 
money unless it is willing to act 
as such and furnishes security of 
some kind for the 
money 
de- 
posited 
If the bank refuses to put up a 
bond as a depository but offers to 
deposit U. S. securitieswith an 
Omaha bank to indemnify the city, 
I am of the opinion that the city, 
by accepting such security in lieu 
of a bond, may be authorized to 
designate the bank a depository of 
city funds. 
I do not know of any provision 


of statute that authorizes a bank 
to change the city bond premium 
or aflat charge for acting as the 
depository of county funds. 
I am of the opinion, however, 
that so far as the bank is Con- 
cerned ( it can rent a deposit box 
to the city, to be used for the de- 
posit of city funds, if it cares to 
do so. 
Replying to Co. Atty. McKnight 


of Auburn the attorney general 
says that in foreclosure 
cases 
where the county is plaintiff the 
attorney's feeshould be taxed as 
costs, collected by the county and 
remitted to the county treasury 
and placed in the general fund. 
Charging the fee as costs elimi- 
nates the argument that no one 
other than an attorney is entitled 
to have and receive fees allowed 
for that purpose, said the attorney 
general.

in the book that the 
American 
newspaper 
"is 
no 
protection 


against anti-democratic misinfor- 
mation, propaganda and exploita- 
tion" and that the nation will 
"likely have to depend upon revolu- 
tion for social change of an im- 
portant character." 
Bruner said in an address before 
the N. E. A. convention that the 
conclusion reached about news- 
papers was "in plain terms, at 
variance with the whole truth." 
He said when an official educa- 
tion publication says newspapers 
are "published invariably with the 
major motive of making money 
thru selling advertising space" the 
"fair minded citizen may well 
wonder whether all educators hold 
such opinions " 


"The answer is emphatically no," 
he said. 


Bruner asserted one portion was 
devoted to the thesis that "Amer- 
ica is going fascist, not the Roose- 
velt kind, but the decidedly reac- 
tionary brand. This is in the face 
of the overwhelming approval ac- 
corded the liberal program of the 
president last November." 
The yearbook waa prepared by 
11 nationally 
known educators. 
Frank G. Pickell, former presi- 
dent of the department who died 
last December, was chairman. 
F. E. Bowers of Lincoln, Neb., 
state supervisor of secondary edu- 
cation, was elected president of 
the national association of high 
school supevisors and directors. 
Dr. Fred Fisher of Detroit, super- 
intendent of Wayne county rural 
schools, was elected president of 
the rural education department.

Benkelman Irrigation 
Offi- 


cials Present Their Plea. 
Pioneer irrigation district offi- 
cials of Benkelman asked R. H. 
Willis, state irrigation 
bureau 


chief, Wednesday to guarantee 
protection of their 1890 direct flow 
priority in a proposed compact 
between Colorado and Nebraska 
over distribution of water from 
the Republican river's north fork. 
"We understand Colorado is in- 


sisting its junior appropriators 
farther up the river be given di- 
rect flow rights if we take water 
from a proposed reservoir on the 
north fork m that state," L. L. 
Hines, the .district's attorney, said, 
"If that is the case we want 
it distinctly understood we are 
not to give up our 1890 priority 
which is senior to those in Colo- 
rado." 


The proposed 1,500 acre foot 
reservoir between Wray, Colo., and 
the Nebraska line would be con- 
structed by the Benkelman-Haig- 
ler-Arickaree Public power district 
of Nebraska, so it could take stor- 
age water in the winter to help 
fill a 45,000 acre foot reservoir 
on the Kansas-Colorado line. In so 
doing, the storage water would be 
diverted thru the Pioneer ditch, 
but Hmes said he had no objec- 
tion to that. 


"All 
ue want is sufficient wa- 
ter in the summer," he said. "In 
recent years the supply has been 
diminished somewhat and we fee] 
the storage water would give us 
a steadier flow. However, if the 
reservoir has insufficient water, 
we want to fall back on our direct 
flow appropriations."

Dr. Conant, at Iowa Univer- 


sity, Says Adequate Schol- 


arships Needed. 


IOWA CITY, la. LVt Dr. James 
Bryan Conant, Harvard university 
president, in an address prepared 
for 
delivery 
here 
Wednesday, 
urged establishment of adequate 
scholarship* for deserving- Univer- 
sity and "careful selection" of all 
university atudents. 


Dr. Conant advanced his ideas 


on "the selective principle in ed- ] 
ucation in a democracy" before 
the first conference on higher ed- 
ucation at the University of Iowa 
conducted in conjunction with the 
ftOth anniversary of the institu- 
tion. 


"I believe that one fundamental 
educational question confronts all 
the universities of a great democ- 
racy—how shall we select those 
whom we are to educate?" the 
Harvard president asserted. 


"The American college and the 


American university," he contin- 
ued, "exist for no single purpose, 
but for many 
purposes. 
The 


problem, as I see it, is to keep 
the balance between the various 
necessary objectives and not let 
our power of vision be destroyed 
by focusing too long and too in- 
tently on any one particular bull's 
eye." 
Conant pointed out that gradu- 
ates should be equipped to play 
their proper part as intelligent cit- 
izens in a democracy and warned 
against concentrating attention on 
preparing all students to lead "the 
good life." 
"In allowing our selective ma- 
chinery to grow rusty," he said, 
"we are failing an equally impor- 
tant task—that of providing the 
leaders of the future. 
"What is thlrf machinery 
by 
which the colleges play their part 
in selecting and training the most 
able young 
men and 
women? 
Clearly it is our old heritage of 
stiff courses, a stimulating atmo- 
sphere for hard work, examina- 
tions, rank lists, 'honor stand- 
ings.' " 
"I do not believe in the older 
American theory that it is neces- 
sarily good for a student to work 
his way thru college," the presi- 
dent continued. "I do not believe 
that it should be a function of our 
educational system to provide han- 
dicaps which are unfairly adjusted 
so that they affect certain stu- 
dents and no others." 
He said he believed a carefully 
administered scholarship system 
is an essential part of a truly se- 
lective system of education. 
"I am wondering if more funds 
should not be devoted to expand- 
ing the scholarship policy of our 
state universities," 
Dr. 
Conant 
said. 
"If promising material is 
being lost because of even a slight 
financial obstacle, then it would 
seem worth while to consider ways 
and means of diminishing this arti- 
ficial and undemocratic element in 
the selective process "

quotation from Mr. Wilson's writ- 
ings on constitutional government, 
given in formal lectures at Colum- 
bia university, bears directly on 
the present controversy: 
"The constitution provides that 
all judges of the United States 
shall hold their offices during good 
behavior, but congress could read- 
ily overcome a hostile majority in 
any court or in any set of courts, 
even in the supreme court itself. 
by a sufficient increase in the 
numbe of judges and an adroit 
manipulation of jurisdictions, and 
could with the assistance of the 
president make them up to suit 
his own purposes. 


"These two co-ordinate branches 


of the government, to which the 
courts speak in such authoritative 
: fashion with regard to the powers 
they may and may not exercise 
under 
the 
constitution—namely, 
congress and the executive—may, 


j in fact, if they choose, manipu- 
late the courts to their own ends 


j without formal violation of 
any I 
provision of the fundamental law ! 
of the land. 


"There has never been any se- ; 
rious fear they would do any- 
| thing of the kind, tho an occas- 
ional appointment to the supreme ! 
court has made the country sus- ! 
picious and uneasy. But it is well 
to keep the matter clearly before 
us, if only that we may. remind 
ourselves of the only absolute safe- 
guards of a constitutional system. 
They lie in the character, the in- 
dependence, 
the resolution, the 
right purpose of the men who vote 
and who choose the public serv- 
ants of whom the government is 
to consist. 


Can Corrupt Government. 


"Any government can be cor- 
rupted, any government may fall 
into disrepair. It consists of men, 
and the men of whom it consists 
will be no better than the men 
who choose them. The courts are 
the people's forum; they are also 
the index of the government's and 
of the nation's character." 
It is not surprising, therefore, 
that men like Senator Glass, who 
represent the Wilson tradition in 
congress are vehemently opposed 
to the pending bill to increase the 
size of the supreme court to 15 be- 
cause the justices are not deciding 
cases in conformity with the po- 
litical or economic views of the 
Roosevelt administration. 
Incidentally, the amount of con- 
gressional opposition to the pro- 
posal is somewhat disconcerting 
to the administration, 
notwith- 
standing an external appearance 
of calm and confidence at the 
white house. 
Members of con- 
gress are authority for the state- 
ment that the president was much 
surprised when he received 
his 
first private poll not only of the 
senate but of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 
The newspapers have 
been printing the probable lineup 
of the senators, but no complete 
poll of the house has been dis- 
closed as yet. 


Reliable information is to the 


effect that the president found he 
was between 40 and 50 votes lack- 
ing a favorable majority, insofar 
as those who were willing to com- 
mit themselves definitely for or 
against the proposition were con- 
cerned. In other words the "non- 
committal" group in the 
house 
holds the balance of power as in 
the senate. In that group are the 


men who will finally decide the 
issue. 
The data about the white house 


poll of tho house would toml to 
txpliuti the ivi'ont statement o* 
house loaders that they preferred 
to await action by the senate be- 
fore considering the 
president's 
proposals. Had the administration 
possessed tho votes, as is 30 often 
the case in the house, the measure 
w o u l d 
have 
been 
put 
thru 
promptly. 
It takes a two-thirds 


vote to suspend the rules ami tako 
up a bill out of turn orto got it 
out of a committee which delays 
a report. It is well known that 
the administration does not have 
a two-thirds vote to suspend the 
rules on this question in the house. 
Whether it will ultimately gain a 
majority for the measure itself 
depends on how effective is Mr. 
Roosevelt's campaign of personal 
persuasion, which is going on right 
now. 


Argument Justifiable. 


Mr. Roosevelt very properly can 


call members of congress to his 
office and tell them his arguments 
for the passage of a piece of legis- 
lation. Other presidents have done 
it. 
So long as the activity of a 


president is confined to argument 
and does not bring in questions of 
patronage or bargaining, it is con- 
sidered a legitimate weapon. 
Nobody knows, of course, what 
goes on behind closed doors in the 
executive offices except the par- 
ticipants, and there are the usual 
rumors that Mr. Roosevelt uses 
the club of patronage or the with- 
holding of PWA projects or other 
grants of presidential bounty from 
a political point of view in order 
to influence votes. Such a charge, 
however, has not been proved, 
and in the absence of public proof. 
Mr. Roosevelt will be 
absolved 


from such charges. 
What has been often suggested 
is that politicall ieutenants of the 
president, \\ho arebusy from time 
to time on capitol hill lining up 
votes for administration measures, 
do not hesitate to dangle possible 
rewards, extending from federal 
judg-eships to favorable action on 
the 
recommendations made 
by 
congressmen for the appointment 
of constituents to vacancies. Wil- 
son, in commenting on the proper 
and improper uses of personal per- 
suasion, had this to say in his lec- 
tures on constitutional 
govern- 
ment: 


"There are legitimate means by 
which the president may influence 
the action of congress. 
He may 
bargain with members, not only 
with regard to appointments, but 
also with regard to legislative 
measures. 
He may use his local 
patronage to assist members to 
get or retain their seats. He may 


' interpose his powerful Influence 
in one covert way or another, to 
eontfsts for places in the senate. 
i-'e iiiny also overbear congress by 


I arbitrary acts which ignore t> ' 
laws and virtually override them, 


i H? may even substitute his own 
! orders for acts of congress which 
he wants but cannot get.

alike the leader of his party and 
the leader of the nation." 


Within the next few 
weeks, 
President Roosevelt will have sum- 
moned to the white house many 
members of his own party. Con- 
currently, members of the presi- 
dential board of strategy and staff 
will be contacting senators and 
representatives on capitol hill to 
line up votes for the bill to en- 
large the supreme court. 
Is it a 
legitimate or illegitimate lobby? 
Congress rarely investigates itself, 
so the public will never know the 
answer to the question.
